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The Hooley Bundschu Library, 
a quiet peaceful place to work

Let me introduce you to a 
room full of friends, just wait- 
ing to tell you all about them- 
selves. There will be .casual 
friends, intimate friends, criti- 
cal friends, but friends never- 
theless. 

They stand by you when 
you are down; they can lift 
you up to unbelievable hei- 
ghts; they tweak your curiosi- 
ty, make you tremble in your 
shoes, and can stretch your 
brain to unimagined heights. 

These friends live in a spe- 
cial place on Avila's campus. 
It is a quiet, peaceful place 
filled with dreams, reality, and 
education. 

This place is the Hooley- 
Bundschu Library, commonly 
called "The Library," located 
on the upper lever of Whit- 
field Center. Decorated in 
Swedish red and cream, with 
a brown geometric print car- 
pet on the floor, the library is 
a tastefully furnished and 
comfortable place to retreat 
to. A reproduction of Boti- 
celli's "Magnificat" and a bust 
of St. Leonard Desideric by de 



Settignano complete the de- 
cor of the room. 

Staffed by the Director, Sis- 
ter Una Marie, three assistant 
librarians and 15 work-study 
students, the library is a well- 
run integral part of the college. 
It is open seven days a week. 

Covering 18,000 square foot 
of space and housing 67,000 
volumes, over 400 periodicals 
and 1800 audiovisual titles, the 
library is well-equipped. 

There are 30 sections of 
shelves for books and enough 
space to permit storage of a 
year's accumulation of 500 pe- 
riodicals. 

Besides the regular card 
file, arranged by title and au- 
thor, there is a vertical file 
arranged by subject. Films, 
slide tapes, microfilm and film 
strips are available for refre- 
ence. 

Rebecca Vanderpool, assis- 
tant librarian, said, "It really 
isn't used to its full poten- 
tial. I spend lots of time teach- 
ing students the basics of how 
to use the facilities offered by 
the library. They really don't 



take advantage of everything 
that is offered." 

"We have a reference ser- 
vice, audiovisual aids, records 
and good research tools, she 
said. I would like to see the 
students avail themselves 
more of this rather complete 
facility." 

Hooley-Bundschu got its 
name from Ann Sarachon 
Hooley, founder of the Sarac- 
hon School fo Secretarial Tr- 
aining, and the late Judge 
Henry A. Bundschu, lawyer 
and historian. 

The library had its beginning 
at 5600 Main, Kansas City, 
Mo., where it was shared by 
St. Teresa's Academy and St. 
Teresa College. The college 
moved to is present location 
on Wornall Road and was 
renamed Avila College in 
1963. The circulation desk at 
that time was located in Lower 
Blasco Hall. 

When it became obvious 
that more space would be 
needed because of large en- 
rollments in the 1970's, fund- 
raising activities were started 



to help with financial goals. 

One of the mose interesting 
fund-raising activities was a 
Dinner-Auction where two 
champion steers, "Jimmy C" 
and "Mister T", from the Am- 
erican Royal were auctioned 
off. The tanned black hide of 
"Jimmy C" (named after Pre- 
sident Jimmy Carter) now re- 
sts under the large confer- 
ence table in the library. 

Ground breaking occurred 
in April of 1977, and by De- 
cember the move to the new 
facility was completed. The 
move from Lower Blasco Hall 
took three weeks of conentra- 
ted effort by faculty, staff 
members, students and 
friends. 

Sister Una Marie coordinat- 
ed the move. 

"It was a big job, "she 
said." Everything was done by 
hand labor. All the good help 
packed, trundled books across 
the campus, and unpackd 
and put them on the shelves." 

"The most wonderful part 
of the whole move, "was 
that we had beautiful fall wea- 



ther the whole time we were 
moving. Right after we had 
completed the move, the skies 
opened up and we had miser- 
able weather. Every librarian in 
heaven must have been pray- 
ing. 

Asked how she felt about 
being the director of Avila's li- 
brabry. Sister Una Marie said 
it was her whole life, that she 
had been there for 12 years 
and hoped to be there a long 
time. 

"I am very proud of the fact 
that so many people use the 
library," she said. "We aver- 
age between 500 and 600 stu- 
dents a day who come in to 
read and study." 

An adjunct to the library is 
Friends of the Library, an 
organization formed in 1978 
to subsidize the operating 
expense of the new library; 
specifically to buy new books. 

In their first year of opera- 
tion, 335 charter members 
purchased more than 300 
books through their gifts 
over $8,000.

Members of the administra- 



tion have begun formulating a 
new policy to guide the admin- 
istration, faculty, and staff on 
this matter. 

Because SGA feels this is an 
important issue that affects 
all students, we have asked 
to be a part of the policy- 
making. In January 26 meet- 
ing, we had the opportunity 
to review the policy, and make 
some recommendations. 

Student Government asks- 
students who have children, 
not to leave your children un- 
attended, if you bring them on 
campus. Avila College has a 
policy that children whose 
parents are not Avila stu- 
dents, are not allowed on 
campus, and children whose 
parents are students, must be 
accompanied by their parents. 

Concern has been express- 
ed, about children being left 



alone on campus, especially 
in the science labs in 0'- 
Rielly Hall, and in Marian 

Centre. So parents, please 
watch your children closely if 
you bring them to Avila with 
you. 

Last but not least, SGA 
has begun this semester by 
taking up the issue of class 
and teacher evaluations, their 
use, and or lack of use, 
along with the method of dis 
tiibution. 

Are they used? Do they 
make a difference in the quali- 
ty of your education? Should 
they be distributed at a differ- 
ent point in the semester? 
Should more than one evalua- 
tion be given during the se- 
mester? These questions will 
be considered in the near 
future.
